MOSCOW^  Feb.  10  — (UPI)  — Soviet  Premier  Nikita  S. 
Khrushchev  left  Moscow  today  for  a three-week  goodwill  mis- 
sion to  Southeast  Asia  that  may  prove  as  tough  a test  of  hi^ 
personal  diplomacy  as  his  American  tour. 

Khrushchev’s  plane  took  off  from  the  Moscow  “irr  rt  ic-und 
10  a.m.  as  scheduled. 

THE  TRIP  WILL  take  him  to  India,  Burma,  Indonesia 
and  Afghanistan.  All,  with  the  exception  of  Afghanistan,  have 
been  embroiled  recently  with  Russia’s  major  ally,  Communist 
China.

'would  relish  the  idea  of  a third! 
party,  such  as  Khrushchev,  me-  i 
dieting  the  dispute. 

New  Delhi  reports  said! 
Khrushchev  would  leave  India! 
next  Tuesday  for  Rangoon,  Bur- 1 
ma. 

BURMA  HAS  been  having! 
border  troubles  with  Communist! 
China,  also.  But  the  two  nations 
apparently  settled  the  problem! 
for  the  time  being.  Burma  has  i 
traditionally  lined  up  with  the 
neutral  nation^.  However,  feel- 
ing against  the  Communists  was' 
still  running  high  as  indicated  in! 
the  recent  parliamentary  elec- 
tions. 

In  Indonesia,  Khrushchev  will 
be  repaying  the  visit  to  Moscow 
. last  spring  by  President  Sukar- 
no. But- the  Soviet  Premier’s

Martians  Might 
Consider  Earth 
Unfit  to  Inhabit 

WASHINfiTON,  Fob.  10  — 
(UPI — Life  on  the  planet  F.arth? 
A Martian  .scientist  would  con- 
sider it  unlikely. 

Conditions  on  the  blue  planet, 
he  probably  would  say,  ‘ pre- 
clude the  existence  of  life  « we 
know  it.” 

THIS  VIEWPOINT  is  sugg-rsl- 
ed  by  Prof.  Boris  Kukarkin,  vice 
president  of  the  AMronomical 
Council  of  the  Sovici  Academy 
of  Sciences,  in  an  Interview  pub- 
lished by  the  Rome  newspaper 
L'Unita. 

If  primitive  life  got  establi.sh- 
ed  on  Mars  billions  of  years  ago, 
Kukarin  said,  it  must  have  ev- 
olved Into  forms  “completely 
different  from  those  on  Earth.  It 
also  must  be  completely  depen- 
dent upon  conditions  found  upon 
no  other  planet  in  the  solar  sys- 
tem.” 

AND  IF  IN  THE  long  course 
of  Martian  evolution  intelligent 
creatures  developed,  these  beings 
"could  very  well  hold  that  life 
does  not  exist  on  Elarth  .since 
the  earth's  atmospheric  pressure 
is  too  much  greater  than  that  on 
Mars." 

This  pressure  i?  five  (o  10 
times  that  of  the  red  planer's 
atmo.sphere.  Moreover,  the  sur- 
face pull  of  gravity  2*  times 
greater  on  Earth  than  Mars. 

THESE  *nVO  forrr-  alone 
might  persuade  the  Martian  sci- 
entist that  the  earth  w---  Innos- 
pitablc  to  life.  He  als  - could 
point  out  that  th*  :arth  w==  too 
v.’ct  and  loo  hot  and  hn'  too 
much  oxygen  Life  as  Martianj; 
knew  it  couldn’t  -uch  ex- 

tremc«.

Education  Won’t  Sell: 
Value  Lies  Elsewhere 

(ACP)— From  a column  in  the  EMORY  WHEEL  of  Em- 
or  University,  Atlanta,  comes  this  look  at  education  in  the 
United  States: 

“PERHAPS,  IF  IN  the  midst  of  our  present  wave  of  cap- 
italist materialism,  Americans  value  a new  car  or  a television 
set  more  than  an  education,  there  is  something  wrong  with  edu- 
cation. After  all,  if  it  won’t  sell,  what  good  is  it?  And  judging 
from  what  our  teachers  make, 
whatever  they’re  offering  isn’t 
going  over  too  well  in  America. 

“Maybe  what  we  need  to  sell 
education  is  a good  Madison  Av- 
enue approach.  After  some  mo- 
tivational research  work,  you 
may  see  magazine  ads  like  this: 

“FOR  QUICK,  safe  medically 
approved  relief  from  the  dis- 
comforts of  TV  watching,  try 
reading!’  Or,  ‘Men  of  distinction 
read  Shakespeare!’  Perhaps  we 
might  even  be  able  to  make  ed- 
ucation a status  symbol  (as  it 
already  is  in  more  civilized 
countries). 

“Actually,  education  seems  to 
be  a pretty  suspicious  thing  any- 
way, if  not  completely  subver- 
sive. After  all,  if  the  Russians 
are  so  enthusiastic  about  it,  there 
must  be  something  wrong  with 
it. 

“And  besides,  it  runs  comple- 
tely counter  to  the  entire  cap- 
italistic system,  since  you  can’t 
make  a tangible  profit  on  it.  The 
sciences  aren’t  so  bad,  but  the 
humanities,  with  some  of  their 
non-materialistic  attitudes,  will 
probably  have  to  be  eventually 
eliminated  as  a detriment  to  the 
American  Way. 

“BY  LOWERING  teachers’ 
salaries  to  just  above  the  star- 
vation point,  we  already  have 
made  splendid  progress  in  this 
direction.  However,  a small  ded- 
icated group  of  educators  still 
keeps  it  going,  however  feebly.

Feeling  that  students  can  leam 
more  about  customs  and  habits 
of  peoples  of  foreign  lands  by 
living  with  them,  the  Travel- 
Studies  Dept,  and  the  Language 
Dept,  have  organized  a special 
summer  residence  program  in 
Quebec  and  Mexico. 

’ STUDENTS  who  participate 
in  the  program  reside  in  upper 
middle  class  homes  In  both  Que- 
bec and  Mexico  City.  The  fami- 
lies the  students  will  live  with 
have  children  of  college  age.  The 
homes  are  carefully  Inspected 
and  approved  before  the  stu- 
dents arrive. 

Participating  students  are  ac- 
cepted as  members  of  the  family 
and  are  invited  annd  expected  to 
attend  church,  excursions  and 
parties  with  the  family,  accord- 
ing to  Travel-Studies. 

AT  THE  ONSET  of  the  pro- 
gram, all  of  the  participating 
families  and  students  get  togeth- 
er for  a large  outing  and  re- 
ception. Up  to  eight  hours  of 
credit  in  Spanish  and  French 
can  be  obtained  through  this 
program. 

In  Quebec,  the  classes  are  held 
at  Laval  University.  The  pro- 
gram begins  June  26  and  will 
continue  through  Aug.  12.  J. 
Reuben  Clark  III,  assistant  pro- 


fessor of  modem  languages  at 
BYU,  is  director  of  the  Quebec 
tour. 

Students  will  receive  on-the- 
spot  lectures  at  points  of  histori- 
cal and  cultural  interest 

THE  MEXICAN  program, 
which  is  scheduled  June  15 
through  Aug.  5.  is  directed  by 
Darrell  Taylor,  associate  profes- 
sor of  modem  languages. 

Classes  are  held  at  the  Mexl- 
can-American  Institute  of  Cul- 
tural Relations  for  about  four 
hours  a day.  Several  long  week- 
ends are  planned  for  visits  to 
such  ruins  as  Oaxaca,  Metla  and 
Monte  Alban,  and  to  Acapulco,  a 
resort  city.
